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A SHORT SERMON. 
BY MUNSON, 

“J have finished the work which thou gavest me to 
do.” John 17: 4. 

Jesus didn’t enter upon his mission-work at 
‘haphazard,’ not knowing exactly what to do or 
what would be the final result of his teaching and 
suffering. He had acertain work to do, and was 


capable of doing that work perfectly. A little 
while before his crucifixion he said to his Father, 
“J have finished the work which thou gavest me 
to do.”’ 

It is probably true that God has given to every 
man his appropriate work to do. 


He has given to 
no man too much work to do, or to any one too 
little. ‘‘He has given to every man according to 
his several ability.’”’ There are all grades of men 
and women in this world—from the lowest order of 
intellect to those of giant strength and superior 
brilliancy. There is a great variety of work to be 
done in the physical, intellectual, moral, and re- 
ligious world. 

Every person who is not an idiot has a certain 
work to do, and a responsibility in proportion to 
the magnitude of the work. No work that God 
has fora man or woman to do will disgrace any 
one, All needful and honest work is honorable. 
It is just as honorable for a man to be a good hod- 
carrier or bootblack—if that is all he is capable of 
doing—as it is to be a good teacher, jeweler, or 
artist. It is not the kind of work we are fitted 
for that makes our avocation honorable or dis- 
honorable; the question turns on our faithfulness 
in doing the work. There isas much difference 
in men and women, intellectually, as there is in 
the trees of the forest. Some kinds of wood are 
stronger than others and will takea much higher 
polish. So some intellects can be greatly improved 
by education, while others will pass through the 
same educational process and be improved but 
very little. The one is not to be praised or the 
other condemned, if God has made the difference. 
We see different intellectual endowments in the 
same family. When a man builds a house he uses 
more small pieces of timber than large ones. 
There isa place for them, and they are actually 
needed. In building a stone wall the farmer uses 
many small stones and finds them very usefal. 
Were it not for this variety of intellectual endow- 
ment the business of the world could not be suc- 
cessfully carried forward. A military army 1s not 
composed of commissioned officers. We need the 
“rank and file’ to obey orders, as well as the 
officers to command. In manning a ship the 
common sailor is as needful as the captain or pilot. 
The man that works but can’t plan is as useful as 
the man who plans but does not work with his 
hands. The man who works with his hands and 
lives an honest, sober life, is entitled to great re- 
spect. One reason why some honest, hard-work- 
ing men fail of success in life is because they are 


not doing the work that ‘‘God gave them to do.’ 
The intellectual world is like a pyramid. The 
base is composed of the “common people.’”’ On 
this base men of intellect and scholarship build. 
On the summit of the pyramid is the place of 
greatest danger. Men high up in the intellectual 
world are hurt the most by falling. When large 
business men fall they hurt themselves, and ix fi.ct 
injury on those who are below them. 

Some people in the Church want some official 
position. They are not satisfied to belong to ‘‘the 
rank and file” of the Lord’sarmy. They want to 
be deacons or ministers, If they can’t be that they 
balk. Sach cases occur more frequently than 
many imagine. This class of church members 
have too much self-esteem. They want a place in 
the church that nature, grace, and’ education have 
not fitted them for. If alay member is humble 
and faithfal God will open the way for him to rise 
to a more responsible position, if in that position 
he can be more useful. If a brother can’t occupy a 
conspicuous place in the church he should be con- 
tent and even thankful to occupy any place that 
God may give him, however humble it may be; 
for, ‘‘it is better to be a door-keeper in the house of 
the Lord than to dwell in the tents of wicked- 
ness.”” Be to the church what the nail is to the 
shingle, or the brace to the building. We can all 
be “diligent in business, fervent in spirit, serving 
the Lord.”’?’ Jesus has told us very plainly what 
we must do to be saved, and if we are careful to 
obey him he will say to us at the close of life, 
**Well done, good and faithful servant, enter thou 
into the joy of thy Lord.”

KINGDOM OF GOD. 

The following essay was read in the Monday 
morning minister’s meeting in Fall River, omit- 
ting a few local prefatory remarks. 

(I may add, from my standpoint, it was much 
like proving that the sun shines.) 

SUBJECT. 

‘*Nature of the kingdom of God as it relates to 
the Church.’”’ It is evident that the D ctatorial 
Committee intends to ask, What is the relation of 
the kingdom of God as it relates to the Church? 

ANSWER. 

Kingdom, in all of its cfficial relations, is of a 
royal nature. God’s kingdom is diverse from all 
other kingdoms. Human kingdoms are of the 
earth, earthy. The kingdom of God is divine, 
having nothing in it of a perishable nature. There- 
fore, God’s kingdom in all its relations to the 
Church, is royal, is divine, and is imperishable. 

Kingdom implies king, and kingdom of God 
places God on the throne of dominion. As sover- 
eign, God is the most absolute of the absolute. As 
such, all laws inhere in him, are proclaimed by 
him, and flow out from him; and the nature of the 
kingdom of God, as it relates to the Church, is that 
of absolute law-giver. As Jehovah has the first 
claim and best interests of the Ohurch at heart and 
is supremely discreet, he has made all the rules 
necessary for the Ohurch over which he holds a'l 
the highest and entire relations; and it seems but 
just to conclude that he has enacted—decreed—all 
such rules as ‘‘make the comers thereunto per- 
fect.”” Cdmpleteness—highest good of all—depends 
on man’s moral and spiritual, over this world, and 
God keeps constant watch over the Church, that 
she mey be the light of the world and the ealt of 
the earth, to save all who morally and spiritually 
obey him, that all things may be in their highest 
moral, spiritual, and physical conditions. God, as 
absolute lawgiver, has carefully given all rules to 
raise the believing man, raise the church; such re- 
lations to the material as to mold and modify all to 
highest ends as he modifies the Church to heavenly 
relations; and, by force, God carefully gathers out 
every plant (law) he has not planted. Thus the 
Church, as Church, partaking of the earthly, bas 
no divine right to legislate her own faith. The 
Church is too low in mental, moral, and spiritual 
vision to be allowed to sit on the throne of God and 
legislate over the faith of one member. [If over 
one, why not over all?] Each man as man, each 
church as Church of God, has adivine right to read, 
to understand, and to obey. The laws of the king- 
dom are between each man and his God; each maa 
stands in all fidelity, and each man is bound to

tenderly treat his believing brother, or he Jeopard- 
izes his own salvation. 

We sometimes make rules of faith and convince 
ourselves that we, like Archimedes, have got a 
power that must move the world because we made 
it, but we may as well settle it first as last, that in 
such plans we get our reward now. Our plans can 
not come in ona level with the Absolute. His 
laws abide forever; all other rules must perish with 
their using; and all money, which we class a8 sac- 
rifice to enforce our plans, is but so much sacrifice 
to ourselves—to our gods! But Satan, as angel of 
light, flatters us that we are so much better than 
others; that we, of Gospel duty, must denounce 
and cry heresy—heretic—of those who, by nature 
and by grace, are as resp‘ctable, as virtuous, as our- 
selves, and fully as honest of heartin their faith - 
Ohristward. 

Happily, God reserves all power to make, amend, 
and abolish in hisown hands. In his unbounded 
wisdom God has considered human weakness, and 
has formulated all articles of faith. ‘‘Not in the 
words which men’s wisdom teacheth, but which 
the Holy Ghost teacheth, comparing spiritual 
things with spiritual.”’ ‘‘As many as walk by this 
rule, peace be on them.’’ 

The kingdom of God is older and broader than 
the Church. It was right in the beginning, is right 
now, and is as unchangeable as is God himself. As 
the modification of gravitation, by less or more, 
might disturb all matter held in place by them, eo 
the modification of the moral laws of God’s king- 
dom would effect angels and all conceivable moral 
relations in God’s universe. Hence, because the 
one family, the one Church in} eaven and on earth, 
is to be brought together it must be modified by 
like laws, to see eye to eye ard to move in union. 

This union is soul union. To this end the divine 
laws search ‘to the intents of the heart.’”? Here 
is the propriety of hearing ‘‘the words which the 
Holy Ghost teacheth’’—of the entire cognizance 
of the great and the small of human life. 

On thefother hand, the man, the Church, fs marred 
as any of God’s laws are neglected. No substitu- 
tion of opinion helps the man or the church to es- 
cape the conclusion that the way,and the only 
way, by which to attain to a fullness of divine life 
in Obrist Jesus is to hear and cb+y. Paul probably 
had his eye on this when he said, If by any means 
he might attain to the resurrection of the dead, 
not that he doubted the resurrection, but he was 
anxious to b> found in Christ in whom all fullness 
dwells, including the resurrection. Emphatically, 
the man, the Onaurch, is ‘made partaker of the 
Divine nature,”’ and all the laws of the kingdom 
are so many bonds of assurance that the Church, 
as she conforms to them in spirit andin truth, is 
able to see the beauty and importance of that model 
prayer, ‘‘Not my will but thine be done,’’ be done 
on earth, b3 done now, as it is done in heaven. 

This puts the Church, ina governmental sense, 
as an army, waiting and watching for orders from 
its sovereign—no power to make orders, but full 
liberty to obey. 

To state this in another form, the Church mili- 
tant has the same powers to make test rules that 
the angels have. Tais may appear from another 
point of view. The Church, at best, is but a state 
of being; is but a babe in Christ Jesus. She has 
her capacities, but she has nothing mature in them 
in and of herself. So far as she had used them, in 
times past while she wrought the will of the Gen- 
tiles, she, in a moral and spiritual sense, had fitted 
them to earthly purposes—to carnality, perverting 
them. Now that she has chosen Christ she, through 
grace, has emptied herself, and, as vessels newly 
washed, her faculties are now open to receive prin- 
ciples of heavenly origin. Therefore, she is an in- 
fant to be fed with the sincere milk of the Word. 
She isso much to b3 taught. Her reason, as her 
hand, needs to beschooled. In time past she asked, 
‘©What shall I eat, what shall I drink, and where 
withal shall I be clothed?” §> fixed to carnality, 
the pivot on which all her aspirations turned, that — 
she would never have loved the higher, the greater, — 
if the kingdom of God had not have come to her © 
and loved her first, The greater comes down to © 
find and tosave the less. The kingdom teaches © 
her lessons broeder, purer, and higher than herself— — 
more than she could hope or think. It, as teacher, 
assures her that her faeulties were made for divine ~ 
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right hand of God.” For how long? ‘Uatil I 
make thy foes thy foo oe 

Such language implies that Christ’s government 
of the moral universe did not cease at his death. 
By the continuance of his government, the Father 
continues to bear witness to the doctrine, which, at 
the beginning of that government, was made its 
foundation, namely, ‘That eternal life is his gift, 
and that life is in [through] his Son.”’ 

(2) “The Word’’—one of the titles of Christ, 
who yet fills the position of moral Governor, Ad- 
vceate, and propitiation, and thus continues to 
witness to the doctrine declared in verse 11. 

(3) As “the Holy Spirit’? witnessed by the 
prophet’s words and works to the conception, 
birth, life, labors, sufferings, death, resurrection, 
and ascansion of Ohrist, also of his continued pres- 
ence with the Father as Priest and King, the 
Spirit continues to witness to this truth. Thus, 
though these three are in heaven, they cease not to 
‘*bear record that the gift of God is eternal life, in 
{through] his Son.’’ There are, on earth, three 
that bear witness—‘'the Spirit, the water, and the 
blood.”” ‘*The Spirit’’ inspired the evangelists and 
apostles to speak and work, and to record their say- 
ings and doings. The reading of these recorder, in 
public and in private services, is the continued wit-

If possible, two kingdoms are, in word and spirit, 

alike. But no man can be in both kingdoms at the 

same time. He must needs be out of theone while 
he is in the other. No king admits that it makes 
no difference to him where A is, for each claims his 
own and defends the same. While A is loyal the 
jaws of his king are his pleasure; but if A sets up 
his own opinion to be just as gocd as the laws, heis 
no longer loyal, but is under condemnation. There- 
fore, the absurdity of teaching or believing it makes 
no difference what a man belleves—erpecially is 
this false when a fundamental is specific. This 
absurdity is more uncovered when the kingdoms 
are diverse, and the Yandamental law of the king- 
dom, “*This is my beloved Son, hear ye him.’

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MILK AND WATER MEN. 

The above caption is not altogether inappropri 
ately applied to that class of persons who ca 
never arrive at any definite decision with regard to 
the matter under consideration. Such persons are 
not to be accepted as authority on any subject, nor 
can any dependence be placed in them. The ad- 
mixture may not always be proportionate, but ip 
the main the results are about the same. They are 
8o easily it fluenced to change their position. It is 
an unfortunate thing for any organization to have 
such a person as a presiding officer. Such are in- 
competent leaders, unsafe counselors, and abso- 
lately unfit to act in the eapacity of a judge. If 
there is a possibility of knowing right from wrong, 
of distinguishing trath from error, then it is the 
daty of every person, especially those who would 
presume to instruct others, not only to know the 
truth, but to stand firmly by it, even though the 
heavens fall. ‘Buy the truth and sell it not,” is 
a sacred injunction. Truth is not only mighty, but 
will ultimately prevail. It is obedience to the 
truth that purifies the soul. “Seeing ye have 
purified your souls in cbeying the truth,’ ete. I: 
not only purifics, but frees the soul from the bond- 
age of sin and serves as atest of discipleship. ‘I 
ye continue in my word, then are ye my disciples 
indeed; and ye shall know the trath, and the truth 
shall make you free.’”? Freedom, however, must 
not be confounded with man’s ability to do wrong. 
A man is perfectly free in the performance of a 
right act, but he has no moral right to perform @ 
wrong act. He has no moral right, while ad- 
mitting the truth with his lips, to act the lie. A 
person has the right to embrace right principles 
and stand firmly by these principles, but his po- 
sition should be ia keeping with the expression of 
his lips. The relations of position and principles 
are such that they ought never to antegonize each 
other. The man professing to hold certain princi- 
ples while occupying a position antagonistic to 
those principles, is either disloyal to what he be- 
lieves to be the truth or he is strangely inconsist- 
ent with himself. How can a minister who holds 
membership with a body with which he professes 
to be in sympathy and whose principles he fully 
indorzes, and yet as a matter of convenience, or 
from financial consideration, spend his time and 
energies in buildiog up rival organiz:tions, lay 
claim to that grand distinguishing quality (loyalty) 
which after all is one of the great factors that 
contributes to personal succes3 and individual great- 
ness. If he is in full accord with the principles 
held by the one he certainly can not bs in harmony 
with the doctrines of the other. One of three 
things is obviously truein such acase: 1. Heisa 
miik aud water man, and not able to come to a de- 
cision as to where he belongs. 2, He is handi- 
capped in his moral right to teach. 3. Ho is dis- 
loyal to what he believes to be the truth. ‘No 
man can serve two masters.’”’ So no preacher can 
preach an acceptable Gospel to two people who 
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differ widely in their religious principles withc at 
being disloyal to the truth. If there is no diffe, 
ence in the principles advocated by different bodig 
then let human distinctions cease, and let there by 
but one graud cons»lid.ted brotherhood in Christ, 
There need be no dividing of interests, no waste of 
energies or fiaancial depression io carrying on tk , 
great work of reformation. Why should a minig. 
ter in good standing among the Caristian brother, 
hood labor to build up and strengthen sectarian. 
ism? Tne Christian Church has suff red too much 
already from such work. It would be interesting 
to know how many Oongregationvalist, Baptist, 
Methodist, or evea Disciple ministers are p.stors of 
Ohristian churches while holding membership 
with their respsctive bodies. Lot us have a little 
more loyalty, brefaren. Charity is a good thing, 
but don’t forget that it begins at home.

THANKSGIVING DISOOU ESB. 

[Delivered by G. R. Mell, at Spencerville, November 
37, 1890, and published by vote of the church. Text, I. 
Thess. 5: 18 ] 

“In everything give thanks.” 

A great people are commanded again to obey, 
that the continuation of life might be ours to have 
and enjoy. The old time custom still has meaning 
and mighty force. Manufacturing interests are 
playing in labor, but agriculture is paramount. 
The plow and the loom represent American civili- 
zation better than the loom and the forge. The 
mental, as well as the physical powers, are here 
cultivated, used, and strengthened as no other na- 
tion ever has done. Growing, widening, advanc- 
ing, and manning a front as only a free, independ- 
ent, and, I trust, religious people can, with her 
more than sixty millions of persons, fifty billions 
of money, now mary states and few territories, 
nearly four hundred colleges and seminaries, one 
hundred and sixty thousand churches, ten million 
church adherents, and sixty-five thousand minis- 
ters. 

The destinies of nations and individuals belong 
to him who is Divine in mejesty, glory, power, 
and requisites. It is God who at last deals with 
this Nation’s subjects. We meet under most favor- 
able circumstances, and a treble declaration comes 
to us from Governor, President, and Ruler of the 
universe. : 

Now, may we be able to rightly receive, give 
thanks, and be loyal citizans; fit to command the 
favor of our great Father. Our fathers won free- 
dom for us; we haveit to use. Our problem is 
more difficult than theirs. Theirs was simple, ours 
complex, They won their victory in a single seven 
year campaign. Our victories to-day must be won 
in a campaign without an end. Their problem 
could be solved; ‘‘our problems are panoramic.”’ 
Each sucers3fal solution only prepares the way for 
&@ more difficult one. This is a day of consideration, 
asan American campaign means a determination 
to win. To solve problems is the delight of the 
diligent. Only drones like to feast, having had no 
fast. The hero presses to the front when the com- 
mand is given. Other nations have autocrats who 
are absolutely sovereign. But in our own beloved 
Oolumbia every man is an autocrat. The harps of 
American homes are used to express it as “‘the land 
of the free and home of the blest.”’ 

For meditation of him who is invisible to con- 
tinue to be sweet, we must guard well the great in- 
terests of this Republic, threatened by the arch en- 
emy. The Church, free school system, Sabbath, 
Bible, and religious science. Thesigns of the times 
show that the black cloud is raising. While this is 
ascending, God’s workmen gather as this morning, 
and the lightning of him whois great in goodness 
and good in greatness, will lift the cloud. Instead 
of their overthrow, their foes will meet with a fate 
like Pharaoh’s. Much stress is rightly put on the 
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emblems of country. Bat the highest and un- 
bounded duty is to the Church, its emblems, and 
to keep them from being besieged. Thousar d: 
have fallen, that we might enjoy this liberty. Lot 
us keep the open Bible before us, the cross of Christ 
above us, the Church pure, righteous literature in 
school, home, and Church for the future sons and 
daughters of our Government. ‘The nation that 
forgets her God shall not stand.’”? The learning of 
Greece didnot eave her. The mastery of military 
tactics failed to keep Rome, Wealth was no pro- 
tective in case of Herod. Advantage, humanly 
speaking, did not succeed against early Obristians. 
Great Britain failed to conquer America. God cares 
for bis children. Our future safety is not alone in 
educational institutions, eminent statesmen, stand- 
ing armics, marine fortifications, scholarly genius, 
or human wisdom. Tois, my brother, does not 
banish entire evil when here. No; the requisite is 
the Gospel of the grace of God. You ask, Is the 
outlook for it to be in heart? Yes. The temper 

ance man of every party says that intemperance 
must cease; the Christian, that Sabbath shall be ob- 
served, sporting, in its corrupting nature stopped, 
the prees, when used for evil, made to cease opera 
tion, its publications cast into flames heated like s 
furnace to melt good coin. Ohastity and virtu 

to be taught as God has directed. Every divorce: 
law repealed, save the one Christ authorized. The 
ten commandments rigorously obeyed. Trusts 
monopolies, railroad pools, exchanges, and every 
conceivable evil damning this country dealt with 
by men under the guidance of Almighty God 
To do this, my brother, must not our elective fran- 
chise have more of the heavenly leaven, yea, the 
Gospel of Christ in it? Were this the state of af- 
fairs, two and one-half hundred men would not 
have one-third of fifty billions of the money. The 
saloon, ill-fame houses, unwholesome literature, 
the sportsmen, races, gamblers, and other wrongs 
would not be licensed in any way, at the price of 
blood, tears, broken hearts, hunger, and untold de- 
spair of our brother, of the great brotherhood oj 
man. Over twenty-five thousand divorce cases, 
sixty thousand drunkards, representing two hun- 
dred and ninety thousand persons, have suffered 
directly during the past year. The Nation’s saloons 
would form a chain of dram-shops from Philadel 
phia to Indianapolis. However, the year past ha 
been one of advanc?; men have been fined for 
prize-fighting, lotteries have failed of license, and 
tons of literature, blackening to character, have 
been burned. The good of every state begin t 
say, The Church of Jesus Christ must be pro 
tected. 

This is a day of gratitude: “I will sing hi 
praises.”’? Of meditation: ‘And my meditation o! 
him shall be sweet.’’ O! courage: ‘‘He thanked 
God and took courage.’’ If railroad grants have 
been, now they cease; if riots and strikes, urged by 
men in a rage, did violence, there were no great 
ones this year; if there be more criminals than 
clergy, more insane than physicians, and more 
paupers than men of well-to-do, and five hundred 
thousand of these, with one out of every three hun- 
dred a foreigner, and one out of every thousand an 
American only; knowing it took five hundred mil. 
lions of dollars to keep them, we are sure we have 
not done as one other nation of earth, in the past 
fifty-two years, caused one and one-half million to 
starve. 

We can further thank God for our asylums for 
the blind, deaf, and inebriate. Homes we have for 
the poor, the sailor, the soldier, and the orphan. I! 
the Mormons are at Salt Lake City, they are not to 
remain. If, in our haste to be rich, greed has b2en 
shown, wisdom has led us to the Gospel light, and 
we are going to rid ourselves of its evil, and say, 
the “laborer is worthy of his hire.’?’ And then he 
shall have worthy wages. If one-half million em- 
igrants came in the past year, the omens are that 
those coming soon will have to come with good 
character, able body, and remain fourteen years, to 
be naturalized as male, and deposit as much as one 
half of their year’s earnings in the United States 
Treasury. If the single tax man comes, the other 
extreme is here, and the millionaire wants favors, 
one against the other, while the patriot has his 
heart in the work, and adds to his number enough 
to keep those issues at bay. Let us “thank God 
and take courage.’”’ That we have traitors, as 
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anarchists, sclalists, threatened by infidelity, 
eralists, evil-doers, railroad, land, and mop 
kings, none dare deny. They mayeven want

THE VOIOE OF MORAL SENTIMENT. 

There is a moral undercurrent, almost imperceiv- 
able at times, which, when the hour arrives, asserts 
itself with tremendous powers. We have several 
illustrations of this fect in recent events that have 
followed closely upon each other, and under widely 
dissimilar circumstare:s. 

We may Iccate these upheavals in Ireland, Kan- 
eas, and Peanysivania, and they will readily occur 
to the observant reader. The characters figuring 
on the stage have been Parnell, Ingalls, and Cam- 
eron. Two have b:en overthrown and apparent 
doom awaits the other. 

Parnell defied the laws that would fortify virtue 
and environ the home in protecting embrace, and, 
though he stood at the hilltop of power, public sen 
timent hurled him down instantly into the valley o 
contempt, as one wholly unworthy to rule. Ap 
parently, in his fall, a good cause, which he had 
championed well, and for which service he had 
gained the applause of the wcrld, has been driven 
from the field fur the hour, if not fora generation, 
and unnumbered hearts have been made to mourn. 
A fall is the more terrible when it carries down 2 
good cause with it. 

The case of Ingalls is wholly different. He was 
supposed to say thatthe D calogue, in bis judgment, 
nad no rightful place in politics. Because he was 
thought to say this, and thus de‘y a moral law from 
@ political standpoint, the people of all parties, and 
of his own party no less emphatically, branded 
him as one wholly unworthy of piace and power. 

We are willing to give Mr. Ingalls credit for hon- 
esty in his explanation of the unfortunate utter- 
ance, but if his interpretation was truthfal, it came 
too late. He knewin the hour of its utterance 
what the interpretation and the verdict of the peo- 
ple were, and not until an emergency arose did h« 
hasten to disabuse the public mind of its error. 

If honest in his explanation at last, he was at 
least unowisely silent and manifestly indifferent, 
when a word would have saved his moral honor, 
and when, bya simple service, he could have lifted 
his admiring friends from a pit of sorrow. The 
fact is, he wes thought to defy moral sentiment, 
and on this judgment he went down. 

The psople are to be congratulated, not over his 
fall, but over their vindication of moral sentiment, 
even at the expense of his fall. The people are 
generally right on moral principles, and he who de 
fies them, or is thought to do so, will be hurled 
from place. We are glad that this is so. 

Cameron has been the idol of his party and hon- 
ored by the Nation, regardless of parties, for many 
years, while the family name has been associated 
with national history for a long generation. The 
man is out of favor to-day, and, most of all, with 
his own party, end not for his vote on this or that 
bill, but for his supposed immoral and unprincipled 
transactions. 

If he proves himself right, the people of all par- 
ties will rejoice in his vindication, but the judg- 
ment against him, the general swell of indignation 
aroused, comes of the conviction of the people that 
he has acted an unwarranted part. Right or wrong, 
himself, it can easily be seen that the people are 
right, in that they protest against real or supposed 
wrong. 

As in the cases of the men named, 80 in this en- 
lightened age will it be with all men of this or any 
other honorable nation. Moral sentiment will not 
down—the right will not suffer itself to be de- 
throned, only, at most, for the hour. 

No party is to succeed permanently in this Na- 
tion, only as its platform is underlaid with right- 
eousness. The moral law, the home, the interesis 
of humanity, all must be regarded. Right and 
truth are to win, and honor is to have place and 
power. God wishes this, and the Church, a mighty 
factor in this Nation, has registered its vow on this

ITALY AND FALLEN ORISPI. 

Few men in the world were attracting a larger 
measure of attention, a month eg», than Premier 
Crispi, of Italy. Oaly a few weeks ago the elec- 
toral vote of his nation had strongly emphasized 
his popularity and proclaimed the confidence of the 
people in him. His supporting majority was vastly 
increased, and his hoid on the heim of power, 
under the king, seemed firmer than ever before. 

It was desirable that his hold should remain 
firm, for he represented reform, progress, and gen- 
eral liberty in his own nation, while to the Protes- 
tant world he was regarded as the Luther of the 
nineteenth century, the one man who dared to 
defy papal intrigues, while sheltering with his own 
strong arm the weaker religious elements of the 
nation. 

Moreover, Crispi was regarded as a chief factor, 
ander kings at least, for the preservation of the 
peace of Europs. With Count Andrassy of Aus- 
tris, and Bismarck of Germany, he had founded 
the Triple Alliance, by which France on the one 
side, and Russia on the other, were to be held in 
check against false and perilous ambitions. 

Andrassy was dead, Bsmarck was in perpetual 
retirement, and Cr’spi alone was in place and 
power. Oordially sustained by his king, fortified 
by the confidence of his own people, and sharing 
the admiration of the progressive and Protestant 
world, while being hated with an intensity of hate 
by non- progressive and despotic papal R »me, it did 
seem as though, of all men of Europe, he could least 
be spared from place. 

Bat in a dey, and in an unexpected moment, he 
is hurled from power to the obscurity of a private 
citizen. His hold on popular favor was broken, 
not in an hour, but in a moment, ard not by an sct 
of despotism, but by a word or two of indiscre- 
tion, 

Before the parliament of his nation he pleaded 
for increased taxation, that the work of his nation 
might be carried forward gl: ri usly and the un- 
happy condition of a former ministry be avoided. 

Tne chances are that his demands would have 
heen answered but for his un‘ortunate r fi-ctions 
on a prior ministry, some of whom were present a3 
legislators of the nation. Wild outbursts of unrea- 
soning anger followed his utterance, and explana- 
tion was not even permitted from his lips. 

In a moment the tide of favor seemed to turn 
against the strongest man of the nation, and one of 
the most popular men of the world, and all from 
an indisecreet expression. By immense efforts, 
reaching through a patriotic and fearless service of 
a long generation, Crispi hed gained the throne of 
his power, the marvelous scepter of his influence, 
only to see his power broken and his hopes dis- 
pelled in a brief day. 

Few men have done more for their nation than 
Crispi, and none were in condition to do more for 
his people than he. That he should see his power 
broken in a moment when such vast interests cen- 
tered in him, and when such tremendous issues 
depended on him, is cause for universal grief. 

We trast that the joy of his foes over his down- 
f.ll msy not be permanent, and that the one man 
who could hold his nation at the front of progress, 
may yet find his way back into power. We do not 
look for reaction in Italy, nor for the reinstatement 
of papal inflaence in the affairs of the nation, but 
the rapid advance of Italian progress, it is to be 
feared, is checked for the time. 

No nation of modern fimes, all things considered, 
has had a fairer record than classic Italy, within 
the twenty-one years of her past, whiie no nation, 
since time began, was ever, seemingly, so burdened 
with insupportab‘e weights. 

With a citizenship low in ignorance, deep in pov- 
erty, and grossly immoral in character, while bur- 
dened With priestly rule and superstitious notions, 
it is simply marvelous that the ruler and his minis- 
try have been able to hold in check antagonistic 
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forces of a magnitude almost immeasureable, build

ligious liberty to all the people, an open Bible and 
a free press for all the land, and a general and rapid 
progress in all directions and on all lines. Italy 
has been fortunate in her two kings—father and 
gon—Emanuel and Umberto, and in her heroic 
warriors and statesmen—Garibaldi, M-zziai, 
Cavour, Crispi, and others. Italy’s greatness is not 
wholly in her past, and among the stars of her an- 
cient days perhaps none shone with a resplendency 
superior to the noble leaders of her latest genera- 
on. 
" Crispi’s ecepter is broken, and from his voluntary 
retirement he may never emerge to engage again 
in affii's of S'ate, but a people that have done so 
grandly under the guidance of God, will not be 
found wanting in this new emergency. God de’end 
Italy and lead the nation to higher and lasting hon- 
ors.
